iThe Hoapital Stove Waxeth Hot, aud 
John Butts Cutteth Dirt. 

Yesterday morning the superiiitenJont of 
the hospital ordered eighteen buckets of 
cold water to be carried to tlie roof of the 
verandah, for the purpose of continuing the 
water-cnre treatment of tlie day before on 
John Butts. The hospital slove was also 
ordered to be heated to a white heat, and 
a boiler of water.was placed on ;a fierce fire 
without doors. Mr. Butta watched all those 
preparations with .an anxious eye, and j 
<iragged himself aboat the house on his 
hands, uttering occasionally' a piteous mean, 
as if to excite ai'inpathy oil the part of the 
officers and inmates. Agreeably to a pro- 
arranged plan, no one seemed to favor him 
'v.'ilh the least nolice, and in reiiiy lo his 
■inquiries, looked at him mournfully and 
shook their heads, at the same time turniiii: 
their backs and pretending to wipe away 
briny tears. About 11 o'clock, the "poor" 
creature's an.xioly increased to such an ex- 
tent that he became really alarmed, and 
accosted one of the patients, who was con- 
fined to liis bed, and begged him to tell for 
, pity's sake what was to be done- to him .' 
^he patient.heaved heavy sighs and refused 
to tell him at first; but finally, on Butts 
l>ursting into tears and promising; to stand 
.erect while ho was being told, said : 



Good FaiDAy.— Yesterday was very gen- 
erally observed throughout town. Scarcely 
any of tlio stores wore opened at all during 
the day, and those merchants who did re- 
move their shutters put them up again be- 
fore noon. The churclies were all well at- 
tended, and work generally throughout town 
was suspended for the day. 

Rich Plij«b.\go. — Wc have in cur 
possefision two specimens of very rich 
plumbago, which were obtained by some 
traders from Bella-Iiella Indians, a short 
time .-^inco. Attached to iho plumbiiyo is 
red ((iiaitz, and the pieces appear as if re- 
cently broken from a lodge. They are de- 
cidedly as fine fipeciinens of the niinerul 
as we have ever encountered.
